“First Californians’ Will Be

In the spirit of harmony between 
Upland and Ontario, leaders in 


“the “First Californians” last night | 


cancelled plans to present 4 
pioneer parade in connection with 
the showing of the musical drama 
June 25 and 26. 

Under the direction of Charles 
Latimer, plans were being made to 
hold on June 25 a historical par- 
ade. embracing many of the feat- 
ures seen in Upland’s Pioneer Pil- 
grimage last September. This 
feature was looked upon unfavor- 
ably by Upland citizens. When 
the sentiment here was realized, 
the decision was reached by On- 
tario to cancel the parade plans. 
Recommendation that the parade 
be dropped was made by Mr. Lati- 
mer at a meeting of representa- 
tives of Ontario social, civic and 
fraternal organizations last night. 

Gienn D. Smith, chairman of the 
association executive committee, 
spoke briefly in favor of con- 
ducting the First Californians pro- | 
gram in a manner which would | 
mect with the approval of the Up- | 
Jand organizations. 

Representatives of the Upland 
chamber of commerce late last 
week expressed a desire to fur- 
ther the First Californians ticket 
sale and cooperate at every turn, 
if the parade were cancelled. Mr. 
Latimer made a report to this ef- 
fect at the meeting. 

Sidney Herzberg, in charge of 
compiling the program for the 
forthcoming event, reported that a 
prominent Upland businessman 
had shown a fine spirit of cooper- 
ation by contracting for $100 
worth of advertising space in the 
program. 

In place of the parade on the 
afternoon of June 25, a fiesta will 
be held and this proposed event 
was tentatively outlined by S. 
Earle Blakeslee, pageant director. 
Euclid avenue from A to G streets 
will be converted into one great 
plaza from 2:30 to 4:30 o'clock. 
Various attractions will be sta- 
tioned along the center parkway 
and tl ze will be a central court 
of honor, probably in the form of 
an old hacienda, at which honor 
guests of the day will be greeted 
and introduced. The picnic sup- 
per of states, sponsored by the 
Ontario-Upland Realty board, will 
mark the close of the afternoon
